the foreign missions to labor in person for the con- 
version of pagans, the least you could do is to make 
this small contribution once a year—representin one 
third of lc per day for those who have given their 
lives to the cause. 

Would you not feel ashamed of yourself not to 
make this tiny token offering?

Sunday is never_a day of fast and abstinence, but on all other 


collation. The morning meal and collation together should not 
contain more than the one full meal at which meat is permitted 
But these modifications were made only on 
condition that Catholics would substitute other 
voluntary forms of penance or follow what is 
recommended to them by their Bishop. The volun- 
tary form should be attendance at weekday Lenten 
devotions, the recitation of the Family Rosary, at- 
tendance by one member of the family at weekday 
Mass, self-denial by abstaining from some things 
which one hkes very much, remaining away from 
shows and places of amusements. 

The forms of penance suggested by the Bishop consist of 
giving to religion and charity the amount saved by the self- 
denial mentioned above. Altogether the minimum would be 
about $5.00 for the entire Lenten’ season or ten cents a day. 
Others who can well afford it, of course, should give more. 

A practice which has become customary in this diocese is a 
$1.00 contribution during the first week of Lent for a member- 
ship in the Society for the Propagation of the Faith. Every wage- 
earner should give this. 

The second week of Lent—a subscription to Our Sunday 
Visitor ($2.50). The different workers of the family may con- 
tribute this amount jointly. 


The third week of Lent—A contribution for the payment of | 
the dues of every parish to the National Office of the NCCW and | 


NCCM, and for part help towards Diocesan Charities. “ 

» On the fourth Sunday of Lent (Laetare) a contribution from 
every wage earner of $1.00, or from every family of at least $1.50, 
towards the War Relief and Welfare Collection.

Whatever you save during the entire season of Lent over and 
above these special things you may give as an Easter collection to | 
your parish.

Newsmen at the White House 
asked if President Eisenhower 
might reconsider his refusal, on

told that the statement the Presi- 
dent issued at that time “speaks 
for itself.” The President had said 
the Rosenbergs had received “their 
full measure of justice” and he 
could find no grounds for 
clemency. 


Delegate's Statement

N February 4, 1953, the Rev. Paul C. Empie, Executive 
Director of the National Lutheran Council, speaking before 
the twenty-fifth annual convention of this Council, representing 
eight separate Lutheran Synods, called on them to begin to do 
something to check the growing influence of the Catholic Church 
in the United States. He pointed out that the Catholic Church 
has a “strong appeal to a generation with a growing interest in 
religion,” and observed, “that the Roman Catholic Church is 
making a most effective witness 
can deny.” 


We wonder why the influence of the Catholic Church should 
be checked if it is salutary and wholesome. Practically all 
scholars of repute admit that it has done what no other religious 
body has been able to do to make loyal citizens out of immi- 
grants from so many different nations. It has been in the fore- 
front in combating Communism all over the world; its people 
go to church in larger numbers than any others; it has done 
more than any other organization to keep motion pictures clean, 
and it is the only Church which today, through an organized 
group, is trying to keep demoralizing magazines and books from 
the youth of our nation. 

Its people have stronger faith than has any other religious 
group, and actually know what they believe. 

If Catholic influence were furthered by political measures, 
there might be some reason for others to complain, but its hands 
are cleanest there. It has never gotten behind the candidacy of 
any man for national, or state or local offices. It has never or- 
ganized a group of men or women within itself to fight “the in- 
fluence of Protestantism.” 

The minister was very wrong when he observed: “The 
Church has made an extensive investment and has established 
a powerful influence in the fields of radio, television, motion pic- 
tures and the press.” The truth is that the Catholic Church itself 
has not invested $1.00 in any of these things. Other churches 
have their own official national magazines and papers, but the 
Catholic Church has not one. Every Catholic paper is inde- 
pendent of all others and, in large part, they are edited by 
laymen who do not draw one cent of subsidy from the Church.

He Wants To Visit, But 
True Americans Dont

RIFFLING through an old (1945) copy of Ave Maria the other 
day, we ran across the following report: 

“A little band of Franciscan friars who have just arrived in 

Rome after an almost miraculous escape from Yugoslavia have 
harrowing experiences to relate regarding Titd’s rule. While they 
admit the Franciscans suffered severely under the Nazi occupa- 
tion and the Russian so-called liberation, they believe that the 
Red Marshal has surpassed all the others in his brutal massacre 
and unjust imprisonment of religious. In Siroki-Brijeg, for in- 
stance, the communist Partisans attacked the Franciscan mon- 
astery in February, where they captured nine priests, five clerics, 
and one lay Brother. They locked their captives in a sealed room 
after saturating them and the room in gasoline. Then they 
touched a torch to the fumes and watched their victims become 
flaming holocausts. 
“These friars have given instance after instance, with names 
of places and dates of occurrence, of priests who have been mur- 
dered without any trial or accusation in an endeavor to blot 
Catholicism out of Yugoslavia. It is almost a repetition of what 
took place during the Spanish civil war when the so-called 
Loyalists were trying to rid Spain of every semblance of re- 
ligion.” 

It was not long afterward that Archbishop, now Cardinal, 
Aloysius Stepinac was summoned into the presence of the ruth- 
less dictator.
